New YorK, May 5.—The WORLD to-day con- 
tains the record of Senator Edmunds. The 
article is-four columns long, but the principal 
points are given below.

In the vice-presidential chair of the Senate sits 
a venerable-looking man, who, although 56 years 
ot age, wears the look of a sage of 70. His large 
head looks like a model of a saint of olden times, 
so striking is the resemblance that he is known 
as St. Jerome Edmunds. His broad, classie brow, 
his rigidly austere features, shaded by a patri- 
archal beard aud grizzly mustache, suggest a 
type of unbending austerity, a model of super- 
natural virtues. His old manners and his iron 
self-control indicate an utier ab- 
sence of humble passion. His keen 


intellect and clear vision for the faults of others 
lead one to think that he himseif must be the one 
man of all others against whom criticism must 
fall harmless to paint Edmunds as he really is. 
The popular estimate of him is not correct. To 
present him to the public as he is known at Wash 
ington is the object of this arucle. Noone who 
knows him and bis record here will say that the 
sketch given below throws any cloud upon his real 
character. He is not exactly a saint 
but while itis shown that he has a number o 
very humane qualities common to mere, ordinary 
politicians, these facts may endear bim the more 
to his admirers. For eighteen years 
GEORGE F. EDMUNDS 

has held a continuous position in the United 
States Senate from Vermont. He was appointed 
to the place to fill the vacancy made by t the death 
of Solomon Foot. It is a proverb about the Sen- 
ate that Edmunds will never relinquish anything

veloping in this convention the strength 
GRANT had in that of 1880, and the most he 
can do is to play against BLAINE now the 
same role which BLAINE then played against 
GRANT. The fact that Brarve’s strength 
is not only greater than that of any rival 
but comes mainly from the States that must 
be relied on to elect a Republican President, 
including all the doubtful ones, gives him 
the best hold on, wavering delegates and 
makes his hand the best one “to draw to.” 
The opposition to him is powerful and in- 
appeasable, and the elements of a successful 
combination against him exist, but the skill 
and influence to weld and wield them may 
be wanting. 

In the meantime, there exist also the con- 
ditions favorable to a fearful conflict of bar- 
gains, intriguesjand vitriol-throwing among 
the candidates and dark-horses, and the 
prospect fora Republican ‘‘walk-over” in 
consequence of “Democratic blunders” is 
not altogether lovely. 


SUFFRAGE IN IRELAND. 
The Gladstone Government finds itself 
placed between two noisy but harmless 
fires in its attempt toenlarge the suffrage in 


Ireland. On the one hand the Conservatives 


eppose the attempt for the curious reason 
that a great many people in Ireland are 
disaffected toward the Government under 
which they live and that itis nota good 
‘policy to put the baliot in their hands. 

This amounts to denying the whole right 
of self-government, and to laying down the 
principle that when the Government of a 
country fails to give satisfaction to the 
people, the proper thing to do is to deprive 
the people of all power of remedy. This, 
however, is only Toryism,a little more fratk 
than usual. Toryism really believes fs 
the people ought not to rule, that they 
ought not to vote, that they should have no 
voice in the management of their affairs, 
and, of course, the Irish people above all 
should be excluded. 

But what is stranger than Tory opposition 
is to find Irishmen who claim to be repre- 
sentatives of the people opposing the move- 
ment to give the people a voice in politics. 
The moderate Home-Rulers oppose the ex- 
tension of the franchise in lreland, because 
they are afraid that their places wil! be taken 
from them by the new constituencies and 
divided between the Liberals on one side 
and the more Radical Nationalists on the 
other. In other words, the moderate Home- 
Rulers, put the political cart before the 
horse, and argue that the object of politics 
is tg keep them in power. 

In spite of all such opposition the ex- 
tension of the suffrage is going through and 
Ireland will share in the gain. 


A WAR SOUVENIR, 

A multitude of cases growing out of the 
late war suggest thata sort of ipso facto 
divorce law would be a good thing for each 
State in the Union. Where a husband will- 
fully deserts his wife under circumstacnes 
indicating his death, and absents himself so 
long that she marries again,in good faith 
beMeving him dead, he certainly ought to be 
dead to her in the eyes of the law. But here 
comes a case from Georgia of Hon. THomas 
Kine and his wife, who have been living 
happily together so long that some of their 
children are about grown, and now they 
have to ask the cour ts to set aside their mar- 
riage in order that Mrs. Kina may sue for a 
divorce as the wife of an other man and ob- 
tain it, before she can be lawfully married 
to Mr. Kina, or take the legal steps neces- 
sary to legitimate their child ren—all because 
her former husband, a Confederate soldier, 
disappeared during the war, was mourned 
as dead by all his friends, when he was only 
a deserter, and now turns up a prosperous 
citizen of Connecticut. The war produced 
more or less of such cases in every State of 
the Union, and so many of them occur un- 
connected with the war, that the statutes 
should recognize the willfal, unexplained ab- 
sence of a husband for two years as equiva- 
lent to a divoree, where the deserted wife, 
believing him dead, has married again.

Denouncing Edmunds.

Senator Edmunds occupies an unexceptional, 
almost an anomalous position in public lite. 
Though a Senator of the United States, he is bei- 
ter known as an able and industrious lawyer, 
whose abilities have been employed of late years 
by great corporations. His time, his talent and 
his industry are mainly engaged in this kind of 
law practice, He isin receipt of an immense in- 
come from the same, estimated as high as 660, 000 
a year. He represents in the United States Sen- 
ate a small State, whose interests make little de- 
mand upon his time, and his constituents are sat- 
isfied with the usual dignity of his appearance 
and the general recognition of his ability. No 
man in public life is so far removed from the peo- 
ple. He has but a limited acquaintance even in 
Congress, where he has occupied a seat so many 
years, and almost none among the people. He 
has never taken the pains to inform himself con- 
cerning the standing aud the merits of public 
men. Ifhe were elected President it would be 
necessary for him to delegate the appointing 
power to somebody more familiar with the avail- 
able political material of the day. He is com- 
pletely engrossed in his law practice. He is a 
firm believer in the doctrine of “vested rights,“ 
and naturally a partisan of corporation influ- 
ences. He has stood up in the courts against 
the people as an advocate for the corporations so 
long that he is not always able to make a proper 
distinction when he is in the Senate Chamber. 
An instance of this may be found in bis intro- 
druction auring the present sesssion of a bill 
which is designed to extend the time fifty years 
and reduce the interest one-half of the-Govern- 
ment’s second mortgage on the subsidized Pacific 
Railroads, the effect of which would be to enable 
them to shirk their obligation, while the obliga- 
tion assumed by the Government ta their behalf 
would remain as it is. Nobody suspecis that 
Senator Edmunds is in this case, or would be in 
any case, influenced by corrupt motives, but he is 
first, last, and all the time a corporation lawyer, 
and devoted to the interests of monopolies. 


The Geld Shipment.

The shipment of goid from this country need 
cause no uneasiness, This isa gold producing 
country, and it is as proper and natural 
to send some ot our gold product abroad 
as it is to send abroad wheat, corn, céetton or 
cattle. . 

There is all the more reason for exporting gold, 
as our sapient government offers a bounty on 
silver by its ridiculous coinage laws, and so 
makes that metal worth more here than any- 
where else in the world, 

If, with our large annual production, we did 
not export gold, the effect would be bad. That 
effect was long ago demonstrated by Spain ana 
Portugal, whiéh gained great amounts of gold 
from their colonies, and made absurd restrictions 
upon its exportatiqn. The result was that in 
these countries higher prices prevailed, and 
manufactures were discouraged. ang 

When goidis worth more in Europe than it 18 
in America, nothing should be done to hinder the 
natural ow. Fortunately, we have free trade in 
gold, and even the extreme protectionisis have 
hot suggested any restrictions upon its move- 
ments, though they would be just as reasonabie 
as many parts ot our protective system—aud as 
much behind the age.

A STRANGE ENGLISHMAN, 


Charactéristics of Cardinal Newmiaan’s 
Brother. 


From the Atheneum. 

Till the news reached us of his death, few 
knew that for the last thirty years there 
lived at Tenby a mostremarkable man. This 
was Charlies Robert Newman, younger 
brother of John Henry (Cardinal) Newman, 
and elder brother of Francis William (Prof.) 
Newman. For years I had the inestimable 

rivilege—and 1 use this word in its prim- 
tive sense—of enjoying his close in- 
timacy. This was from 1857 to 
the middie of 1860, and never 
before or since have I met a man en- 
dowed with so rare an intellectual equip- 
ment. There resided then at Tenby Mrs. 
Tennyson, mother of Lord Tennyson; Capt. 
and Mrs. Hesse (the latter was to have 
married Arthur Hallamy ) the Misses Allen, 
one of whose sisters was married to Sis- 
mondi, the historical; the Wedgewoods; 
Dr. Dyster; Mrs. Fannie Gwynne; the 
Smedleys, and others who formed the litera- 
ry society of the place. As visitors came 
Sir Thomas and Lady Hardy, Mr. and 
Mrs. S. C. Hall, Mr. Darwin (who lectured at 
the Literary Institute), Mr. G. H. Lewes, 
Mr. E, A. Freeman, and many other more or 
less eminent personages. But all these were 
unknown to Charles Newman. And he was 
unknown tothem. He was a recluse. He 
seldom left the house, and when he went 
out hedid not often enter the town, but 
walked for his exercise along the road which 
ied from his door into the country. This 
was generally in the evening or at night. In 
the telegram which announced to 
the world his death, it was 
stated that “at -one time his 
striking figure was well known in Tenby, 
but that for some years past he has been 
confined to his house.” His figure was 
indeed striking.“ Dressed in a pea-jacket, 
with a shaw! or rug thrown across his shoul- 
ders, and with a sou’wester over his head, 
he marched along, rigid, erect, with staccato 
step, looking not to the right or left. He wore 
shoes (sometimes slippers), and, as his trous- 
ers were short and wide in the 4 a consid- 
erable interval of his white socks was left 
exposed. I am sorry tosay that the lads 
and lasses and the vulgar sort of folk regard- 
ed Charles Newman at Tenby much as they 
formerly did Tennyson ateFarringford aud 
Carlyle at Chelsea. Once, I recollect. when 
he came to me to tea, he was followed to the 
door by a crowd of 8 urchins, whom 1 
had to disperse with the threat of a stick. 

As I have said, he sought seclusion. His 
health and means and inclination made him 
averse from society. Therector calied on 
him, but he was not admitted ; visitors to the 
town who had known his brothers would 
send in their cards, but they received no re- 
sponse; local medical men, when they heard 
he was ill, volunteered their services, but 
they were declined with courteous thanks, 
conveyed by letter. 

1 was more fortunate. One afternoon, 
about to be caughtina shower of rain On 
the Marsh road, 1 sought shelter in one of 
those cottages overloo ing the lake created 
by the little stream which finds its way 
from the vale of St. Florence to the sea 
through a series of sand dunes forming the 
shore of Tenby bay. While waiting for 
the weather to clear, 1 casually took up a 
weekly newspaper strangely annotated 
in manuscript. Such marginalia had 
surely never before been contributed to 
a newspaper. Linquired as to the author- 
ship, and then, for the first time, discovered 
that Charles Newman resided at Tenby, and 
in this house. The landlady, whose attent- 
ive and persistent kindness to her distin- 
guished lodger is worth every sort of praise, 
knew me, and onmy expressinga wish to 
meet the author of the mar inalia, readily 
undertook that I should see him. Two days 
afterward I called at the house in the Marsh 
road and was at once ushered into the pres- 
ence of Newman.

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Tun MISSOURI PACIFIC RAILROAD 


THE U. S. Supreme Court Renders an 
Important Division. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—A decision was rendered 
in the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day in the important case of the Pacific Raliroad 
Company of Missouri, appellant, against the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company, C. 
K. Garrison, Jay Gould and others 
appeal from the Cirewit Court of the United 
States for the Eastern District of Missouri. 


This suit arises out of an alleged fraudulent fore- 
closure in 1876 of a mortgage on the Pacific Rail- 
road of Missouri, and the sale Of that road under 
a decree of foreclosure, and its reorganizatien tn 
the hands of Garrison, Gould and others under 
the titie of the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
paar. The suit, therefore, ts virtually one 
rought by the former hoidefs of the railroad 
property against the present bolders to recover 
the legal title to it, on the ground that they were 
deprived of it by gross fraud. It was alleged by 
the appellant in the court beiew that the default 
in paying the interest on ite bonds, which was 
made a pretext for the foreclosure and sale 
of its road was fraudulently caused 
and procure by means of dishonest 
collusion between its unfaithful board 
of directors and the present appell and that 
therefore it is entitled to have the decree of fore- 
closure and sale set aside and its property restor- 
ed to it. The appellees demurred in the court bo- 
low upon various grounds, which tris Court, in 
an elaborate opinion by Justice Biacbford, de- 
ee to be wsufficient. This Court 
holds: 

“First, That the charges of fraud 
in the bill were sufficient to warrant the discovery 
and relief based on these charges. 

Second, That the case set forth in the bill was 
one of Knowing that no real defense was made in 
the fureclosure of the suit in{1876, because of the 
unfaithful conduct of the solicitor and directors 
of the defendant in that suit, and it was, there- 
fore, & Case of which & court of equity would take 
cognizance, 

Third, That there was no laches in filing the 
bill during whieh an appeal to this Court was 
pare could not be- couuted agalust the plain- 

it 


Fourth. That as the bill showed a hostile con- 
triol of the corporate affairs of plaintwfl, by its 
di ectors, durlag the period covered by the fore- 
closure of the suit, the mere Knowledge by or 
notice to plaintiff or its directors, officers 
or stockholders of the facts alleged in the Dill 
during that period was unimportant. A case of 
acquiesces, assent or ratification not having been 
shown, and the corporation having acted Adem 
ly wuen freed from the control of such directo 

Fifth, That it did not, however, follow 
parties who became interested in the 
plalntiff's corporation with the Knowledge 
of the matters set forthin the bill were entitied 
to the same standing as to relief with those who 
were interested in the corporation when the trau- 
sactions were complained of. 

Sixth. That Circuit Court had no jurisdiction of 
the bill. notwithstanding the fact that the plain- 
tif and some of the defendants were citizens 
of Missouri. The deer the Cir- 
cuit Court is, therefore, reversed, and the case 
rewardea with directions to overrule the demur- 
rers with costs, and take further proceedings not 
inconsistent with this court’s opinion. 

The railroad property in eet nap oy J in this 
case was bought in at a foreclosure sale in 1876 b 
James Baker for C. K. Garrison, Russell Sage an 
others, aud a controlling interest In it afterwards 
sold by the latter to Jay Gould, aud it bas since 
thattime formed an important link in Gould’s 
system. The present case came to this Court on 
a legal technicality in 1880, and was decided 
Pagainst the plaintiffs, or the original owners of 
the road. The decision rende to-day will en- 
able the plaintiffs t6 bring the case here upon its 
merit and get the final decision ef the Court u 
the charges of unfaithfulness and fraud, which it 
is alleged were the means Dy which the road was 
wrecked.

How to keep ovens air-tight is a problem which 
has kept the minds of cook ing-stove manufactur- 
ers actively employed for many years past.
